BACK: With No. 11 needles cast on 94 
(100 : 106) sts. Work 2 \ ins. in k. 1, p. 1 
rib. Change to No. 9 needles. Continue 
in st.st., inc. 1 st. each end of every 6th 
row until there are 110 (116 : 122) sts. 
Continue until work measures 9 ins. To 



shape sleeve, inc. 1 st. each end of next 

8 rows. Cast on 9 sts. at beg. of next 10 
rows. 216 (222 : 228) sts. Continue until 
work measures 16 ins. 

Shoulder Shaping: Cast off 3 (6 : 9) sts. at 
beg. of next 2 rows. Cast off 10 sts. at beg. 
of next 18 rows. Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT: With No. 11 needles 
cast on 44 (48 : 52) sts. Work 2£ ins. in 
k. 1, p. 1 rib. Change to No. 9 needles. 
Continue in st.st., inc. 1 st. at beg. of 5th 
and every 6th row until there are 52 (56 : 60) 
sts. Continue until work measures 9 ins., 
ending p. To shape sleeve, inc. 1 st. at beg. 
of next row and at this edge on following 
7 rows. Cast on 9 sts. at beg. of next and 
following 4 alternate rows. 105 (109 : 113) 
sts. Continue until work measures 16 ins., 
ending k. 

Neck and Shoulder Shaping: Cast off 6 
(7 : 8) sts. at beg. of next row. Next 
row. —Cast off 3 (6 : 9), k. to last 2 sts., 
k. 2 tog. Dec. at neck edge on next 5 rows, 
at same time cast off 10 sts. at beg. of next 

9 alternate rows. 

RIGHT FRONT: As left, reversing 
shapings. 

COLLAR: With No. 9 needles cast on 
90 sts. Work 8 rows st.st. Cast off 6 sts. 
at beg. of next 2 rows. Rep. last 10 rows 
once. Work 8 rows st.st. Cast off. 

CUFFS: Join shoulders. With No. 11 
needles pick up and k. 60 sts. along sleeve 
edge. Work 2 ins. in k. 1, p. 1 rib. Cast off 
ribwise. 

FRONT BORDERS: With M.C. work 
78 d.c. up straight right front edge. Join C. 
Work 3 rows, working 1 d.c. in each d.c. 
Next row. —2 d.c., (2 ch., miss 2 d.c., 
7 d.c.) 8 times, 2 ch., miss 2 d.c., 2 d.c. 
Work 2 rows d.c. Fasten off. Work left 
border to match, omitting buttonholes. 

COLLAR BORDER: With M.C. work 
1 row d.c. round collar edge omitting cast- 
on edge, working 2 d.c. in outer corners and 
missing 2 d.c. in inner corners. With C. 
work 2 rows, working 1 d.c. in each d.c. 
Fasten off carefully. 

MAKING UP: Press work omitting 
ribbing. Join side and under-sleeve seams. 
Sew on collar, beg. and ending at centre of 
front borders. Sew on buttons. Press seams.

BACK: With No. 10 needles and M.C. 
cast on 132 (138 : 144) sts. Work 9 rows 
st.st. (beg. k.). K. 1 row for hemline. With 

L. work 8 rows st.st. (beg. k.). Change to 
No. 8 needles* With M.C. continue in st.st. 
until work measures 10| ins. from hemline. 
Working in st.st. work (2 rows D., 4 rows 

M. C.) 3 times, 2 rows M.C., 6 rows L., 

2 rows M.C., (4 rows M.C., 2 rows D.) 

3 times. 

Armhole Shaping: Continue in M.C. 
casting off 8 sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 
Dec. 1 st. at beg. of next 16 rows. 100 
(106 : 112) sts. Continue in M.C. until 
work measures 22 ins. from hemline, ending 
p. Work (2 rows D., 2 rows M.C.) 3 times 
*. Continue in M.C. until work measures 
25 ins. from hemline. 

Shoulder Shaping: Cast off 9 (10 : 11) 
sts. at beg. of next 6 rows. Cast off. 

FRONT: Work exactly as for back to *.

BACK: Cast on 80 sts. 1st row. —K. 2, 
(p. 1, k. 2) to end. P. 1 row. These 2 rows 
form patt. Continue in patt. until work 
measures 7 ins. 

Raglan Shaping: Dec. 1 st. at beg. of every 
row until 24 sts. remain. Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT: Cast on 44 sts. 1st row. 
—K. 2, (p. 1, k. 2) 11 times, p. 1, k. 3, p. 1, 
k. 4. 2nd row. —K. 5, p. 3, k. 1, p. 35. 
3rd row. —K. 2, (p. 1, k. 2) 11 times, p. 1, 
w.r.n., si. 1, k. 2 tog., p.s.s.o., w.r.n., p. 1, 
k. 4. 4th row. —As 2nd. These 4 rows form 
patt. Continue in patt. until work measures 
7 ins., ending at side. 

Raglan Shaping: Dec. 1 st. at beg. of next 
and every alternate row until 23 sts. remain. 
Neck Shaping: (wrong side). Cast off 9 sts. 
at beg. of next row, then dec. 1 st. at beg. of 
next 13 rows. Fasten off. 

RIGHT FRONT: As left, reversing 
shapings and patt. 

SLEEVES: Cast on 36 sts. K. 5 rows. 
Next row. —K. 4, (inc. in next st., k. 3) to 
end. (44 sts.). Continue in patt. as back, inc. 
1 st. each end of every 6th row until there are 
62 sts. Continue until work measures 8£ ins. 
Shape raglan as back until 6 sts. remain. 
Cast off. 

HOOD: Cast on 104 sts. Work 6 ins. in 
patt. as back. Cast off 6 sts. at beg. of next 
12 rows. Cast off. 

HOOD BORDER: Cast on 10 sts. 1st 
row.—K. 4, p. 1, k. 3, p. 2. 2nd row.— 
K. 2, p. 3, k. 5. 3rd row.—K. 4, p. 1, w.r.n., 
si. 1, k. 2 tog., p.s.s.o., w.r.n., p. 2. 4th row. 
—As 2nd. Rep. these 4 rows 33 times. Cast 
off. 

MAKING UP: Press work. Join raglan, 
side and sleeve seams. Sew hood border 
along cast-on edge of hood. Fold hood in 
half and join cast-off edges tog. Sew hood to 
neck edge, gathering to fit at back. Sew 
press-stud to neck edge.

MATERIALS: 25 (26 : 27) oz. Patons 
Double-Quick Knitting; two each Nos. 8, 
10 and 11 knitting needles; 7 buttons. 
Measurements: To fit a 34 (36 : 38) in. 
bust; length, 23 (23 J : 24) ins.; sleeve, 
18 ins. 

Tension: 5 sts. and 10 rows to 1 in. 
Abbreviations: See page three. 

BACK: With No. 10 needles cast on 90 
(94 : 98) sts. Work 2 ins. in k. 1, p. 1 rib. 
Change to No. 8 needles. K. 1 row. Next 
row.—K. 1, (p. 1, k. through centre of st. on 
row below next st., si. st. above off needle) 

to last st., k. 1. These 2 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt. until work measures 
13 ins. *. 

Raglan Shaping: Dec. 1 st. each end of 
next and every 4th row until 40 sts. remain. 
Work 3 rows. Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT: With No. 10 needles 
cast on 44 (48 : 52) sts. Work as back to *, 
ending k. 

Raglan Shaping: Dec. 1 st. at beg. of 
next and every 4th row until 19 (21 : 23) 


sts. remain. Work 3 rows more. Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT: As right, reversing 
shapings. 

SLEEVES: With No. 10 needles cast 
on 54 sts. Work 31 ins. in k. 1, p. 1 rib. 
Change to No. 8 needles. Patt. as back, 
inc. 1 st. each end of every 12th row until 
there are 64 (68 : 72) sts. Continue until 
work measures 18 ins. Shape raglan as 
back until 14 sts. remain. Cast off. 

FRONT BANDS: With No. 11 needles 
cast on 18 sts. Work 4 (6 : 8) rows in k. 1, 
p. 1 rib. Next row. —(make buttonhole). 

Rib 6 , castoff b, rib 6 . Next row,—Rib 6, 

cast on 6, rib 6. Continue in rib, making 6 
more buttonholes 2>\ ins. apart. Work 4 
(6 : 8) rows more in rib. Cast off ribwise. 

COLLAR: With No. 11 needles cast on 
139 sts. Work 4£ ins. in k. 1, p. 1 rib, beg. 
2nd row p. 1. Change to No. 10 needles. 
Work 2 ins. more in rib. Cast off ribwise. 

MAKING UP: Do not press. Join 
raglan side and sleeve scams. Sew on collar. 
Sew on front bands. Sew on buttons.

POCKET TOPS: With right side facing 
and using No. 12 needles, work 9 rows in 
st.st. on pocket sts., beg. k. K. 1 row for 
hemline. Work 9 rows st.st., beg. k. Cast 
off. 

MAKING UP: Do not press. Sew sleeve 
extension between shoulders of back and 
fronts. Set in remainder of sleeve to armhole.

Join side and sleeve seams. Sew on front 
bands, placing buttonholes on left front; 
fold in half, join lower edges then 
sew down sides on wrong side. Sew down 
pocket linings. Fold pocket tops in half at 
hemline; sew down, joining sides to fronts. 
Buttonhole st. round double buttonholes. 
Sew on buttons. Press all seams lightly.
